V> *^p tory in France comes Dubois Woven 
Q^/ Wood Fence. 

It is made of split, live, chestnut saplings 
which have first been carefully matched and 
then woven together against hor- 
izontal braces with heavy wire to 
form a solid screen. 

Only the straightest saplings are 
chosen and the work is done entire- 
ly by hand. This makes for a per- 
fection of form that machine-split 
fencing cannot duplicate. The wire 
used in binding the saplings is 
Copperweld, which not only 
possesses great strength but is absolutely rust- 
proof. 

When new, the saplings are a natural brown 
which mellows, as time goes on, to a beautiful, 
soft, silver-gray that only Nature can achieve. 
One of the great advantages of Dubois is that

fine old shade trees. Another is that it never 
requires painting. 

The life of Dubois is exceptionally long. In 
France, much of this fencing has been stand- 
ing intact since before the recollection of the 
present generation. In this country, 
the first installation was made at 
Westbury, Long Island, in 1901. 
Not only is this strip of fencing 
still there, just as it was erected, 
but in all these years has never 
needed repairs. 

This brings up one of the most 
important points to be considered 
in connection with the purchase of 
Dubois — its extreme economy, over a period 
of years. Where other fences are showing the 
strain of exposure and corrosion, Dubois, after 
ten . . . twenty . . . even thirty years remains 
strong and rugged. The saving in upkeep over, 
such a period is all the greater when it is real- 



it blends with any landscape as readily as do ized that other fences demand the recurrent 



expense of periodic painting, whereas Dubois 
requires no paint or other maintenance ex- 
pense. With it, the first cost is the last. 

When one begins to look into the uses to 
which Dubois may be put, he is tempted to be- 
lieve there is hardly any landscaping, screen- 
ing, or decorative problem it cannot solve. 
Certainly its field of application is wide and 
varied. For instance, it makes an ideal bound- 
ary for the magnificent country estate, yet it 
serves equally well in suburban and city com- 
munities, on roof gardens, and even in tea 
rooms. And new uses are constantly being 

discovered! 

Originally, Dubois 
was applied along pub- 
lic highways to prevent 
trespassing. The height 
was above eye-level ; 
the sturdy, pointed sap- 
lings discouraged any 
attempt to scale the

fence; and a miscreant 
could not tell what 
alert dog might be on 
watch behind its pleas- 
ant facade. Soon, how- 
ever, home-owners 
with a flare for ingenu- 
ity and a love of beauty 
found that Dubois lent 
itself to a score of other uses, and in the grace- 
ful manner of all things French, performed 
even the most prosaic tasks with charm and 
dignity. 

Perhaps its most welcome service comes un- 
der the head of screening. It is most admirably 
suited for this purpose. In the first place, the 
saplings are so closely woven together that 
they form a veritable wall. Outsiders cannot 
see through. And yet, by the grace of its 
nature-endowed charm, Dubois is essentially . 
a friendly fence, saying "no trespass" with 
great politesse. 



Here are a few of the many purposes for 
which home-owners and architects are adopt- 
ing Dubois as a screen: 

(a) to keep passing motorists from staring in 

(b) to shut out the night-glare from motor 
headlights 

(c) to hide the laundry yard 

(d) to conceal service entrances 

(e) to cut off unlovely views 

(f ) to fence off side-yard driveways 

(g) to banish a neighbor's garage from sight. 
Not far behind its use as 

a screen comes Dubois' ap- 
plication to garden needs. 
It serves in many ways — 
as a frame for the garden, 
as a background for flow- 
ers and shrubs, as a support 
for vines and climbing 
roses, as a seaside barrier 
against encroaching sand, 
as a protection in winter

from snow and wind, as just the right note of 
dignity in a formal garden. 

Dubois is also a magic help in transforming 
neglected backyards into lovely gardens, espe- 
cially in cities, giving the family who own 
only the tiniest plot a chance to develop it as 
they never thought possible. Among other uses 
to which Dubois has been put are enclosures 
for tennis courts, playgrounds, wayside re- 
freshment stands, and dog runs. 

The harmony of Dubois with practically all 
styles of architecture is 
extraordinary. It blends 
equally well with the 
English type cottage, the 
stone or brick manor 
house, the picturesque 
chateau of the Loire dis- 
trict, or the low, quaint 
Norman type. To 
homes of strictly Amer- 
ican origin it is equally 




adaptable — simple 
New England Col- 
onial, Dutch Colonial, 
the trim brick and 
stone house of old 
Germantown, and the 
stately, pillared man- 
sion of the South. This 
fact, and the ease and 
grace with which Du- 
bois blends into the 
landscape, make it a 
joy to landscape archi- 
tects, from whom it has received the most en- 
thusiastic endorsement. 

Dubois is shipped just as it is imported, in 
5 ft. sections, and is easily handled. It comes 
in four heights, 6' 6", 4' 11", 3' 10", and a 
special new 18" height for bordering flower 
beds. It is also made up into charming gates, 
either curved or straight at the top. Special de- 
signs, blending the various heights, can be

be supplied with the fencing. This 
consists of mortised and tenoned 
posts and cross -rails, finished to 
harmonize with the quaint, sylvan 
aspect of Dubois. Against the 
framework the sections are simply 
nailed. Erection methods may be 
varied to suit special conditions. 
And now for the photographs!
